Which Laid Waste Vast Areas 
of Conntry Last Sunday 
Night, 


Leaving Ruin, Desolation, and 
Death in Its Terri- 
dle Trail.

A TOWN DESTROYED. 
DIFFICULTY IN GETTING NEWS OF MARSH- 
FIELD’S DESTRUCTION. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 19.—Information re- 
garding the destruction of Marshfield, in this 
State, by Sunday night’s tornado is still com- 
paratively meagre. The wires on the Atlan- 
tic & Pacific Road are down for a long dis- 
tance, and communication between Marsh- 
field and the nearest station where the wires 
are working is had only by wagon. Two 
gangs of men from each end of the break are 
employed in replacing poles and wires. The 
wires during to-day were attached along 
fences and trees, but a fresh break occurred 
at some point, and the only communication 
received during the day up to 5 
o'clock, at least over the St. Louis 
& San Francisco line, was from Conway Sta- 
tion, fifteen miles this side of Marshfield. 
Dispatches were brought to Conway from 
Marshfield by wagon, and from thence trans- 
mitted over the wires to Superintendent 
Rodgers, of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Road. From this source it was learned that 
there were thirty-nine persons killed and 
eighty-three wounded at Marshfield. Among 
the killed: were the wife and child of Judge 
Fyen, Dr. Bradford and son, and a man 
named Wright and his wife. From accounts 
received here to-night from Lebanon, it ap- 
pears that the 

STORM WAS A TORNADO 
coming nearly from the west and reaching 
Marshfield alittle after 6 o’clock Sunday 
night. The town was literally torn in pieces, 


and, after the tornado had passed, fire broke 


out among the ruins in several places, and 
raged unchecked. The night was very dark 
and stormy after the tornado, and not until 
midnight did the messengers sent for help 
reach Springfield. On their arrival there 
many of the physicians in Springfield went 
to the country to attend those who were in- 
jured. The telegraph lines east of Spring- 
field were down after 6 in the evening and 
ALL NIGHT. 
A special engine was sent east to look for 
the trouble. It returned at 3 a. m., bringing 
from Marshfield the news of the disastrous 
storm at that place, and asking for aid to 
take care of the wounded. The news spread 
rapidly through Springfield, and at 5 o’clock 
a. m. a car-load of physicians, nurses, and 
such assistants as were needed were ready, 
and were dispatched by a special train, reach- 
ing Marshfield at 6 o’clock this morning. 
ONE DISPATCH FROM LEBANON 
says that Marshfield now presents a terrible 
appearance, there being not more than twelve 
or fifteen houses in the town that are not 
damaged or totally destroyed. The Court- 
House and many other buildings took fire, 
and the horror of a conflagration was added 
to the already disastrous effects of the tor- 
nado. One case of a house being visited in 
search of victims resulted in the finding of 
two children killed outright, and one other 
lying with its legs under the fallen timbers, 
and shattered so as to require amputation. 
The elder members of this family were no- 
where to be found.

NEARLY FIFTY PEOPLE KILLED OUTRITRT. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., April 19.—From passengers 
who passed through Marshfield, Mo., on the 
St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad, at 8:30 
last night, a few facts concerning the terrible 
disaster which visited that place are gleaned. 
A man who came to the depot, at the edge of 
the town, while the train was there, reported 
that at 6:30 o’clock a furious hurricanestruck 
Marshfield, and leveled all that part of the 
town lying west of the centre square flat to 
the ground. The débris immediately took 
fire in several places, and the flames could be 
seen at some half-dozen points by passengers 
on the train. 

FORTY DEAP BODIES 
had been taken out, and many more were 
supposed to be buried in the ruins or burned 
up. There were also many living still im- 
prisoned in the débris of fallen buildings. 

All the physicians of ‘the town were killed 
excepting two, and there was great need of 
doctors to attend the wounded, of whom it 
was said there were some 200, 

A relief train with twenty physicians and 
nurses, and full supplies, left Springfield, 
Mo., this morning for Marshfield. Probably 
other trains will arrive during the day. 

THE STORM. WAS GENERAL 
in Southwestern Missouri, and other places 
probably suffered damage, but as the tele- 
graph wires are all prostrated no advices 
have been received. A violent hail and rain 
accompanied the wind. 

A telegram from Springfield, via Vinita and 
Kansas City, to C. W. Rogers, General Man- 
ager of the St. Louis & San Francisco Rail- 
road, says a hurricane passed a few miles 
south of Springfield about 7 o’clock 
last night, doing an immense amount 
of damage and killing a great 
number of people. Fifty deaths are 
reported on James River, six miles south of 
Springfield, and a great many persons are 
missing. The train-dispatcher of Conway, 
fourteen miles this side of Marshfield, reports 
arriving there from Springfield at 11 o’clock, 
and says he found a terrible country from 
Northview, seven miles west of Marshfield, 
to the latter point. Trees three feet through 
are entirely out of the ground, 

TELEGRAPH-POLES TWISTED OFF, 

and everything wrecked. In the Town of 
Marshfield, brick as well as frame buildings 
were torn down. We did not see more than 
half a dozen people as we came through that 
town. The place seemed deserted. The 
doctors and nurses who came on our train 
from Springfield, about twenty in number, 
went fromthe depot alone to hunt up the 
people, there being no one at the depot to re- 
ceive them.

A RELIEF TRAIN 
was sent from Lebanon to Marshfield at day- 
light this morning with about fifty doctors, 
nurses, and helpers, aad full supplies of 
provisions, clothing, amd medicine stores, 
and also material for repairing the telegraph 
line.

A DREADFUL CHARACTER. 
At one house two children were found dead. 
Another was badly mangled but still alive. 
The parents could not be found. In another 
case a woman was lost entirely. She seems 
to have been carried away bodily. 

No details of the calamity have yet been 
received. The force of the wind stripped the 
bark from trees, and lifted others entirely 
out of the ground, and telegraph poles and 
wires were carried hundreds of rods into the 
woods ‘and tied and knotted among the 
limbs of trees as though they were cotton 
strings. 

Everything possible is being done to assist 
and suceor the wounded, not only at Marsh- 
field, but at other places. Physicians 
throughout the country are flocking to the 
points most injured, and doing all they can 
to alleviate the suffering. Doctors went 
from Springfield to the James River country, 
six miles south, as well as to Marshfield, and 
scores of kind-hearted people have volun- 
teered as nurses. 

Capt. Rogers, Genera] Manager of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad, is sending 
special trains with relief wherever any good 
can be done, and all are doing everything 
possible to aid the injured and dying. 

WORSE AND, WORSE—STILL LATER. 

Telegraph communication with Marshfield 
is restored to-night, but only one wire is 
working, and the prospects of getting full 
details of the ravages of the storm are very 
poor, Capt. C. W. Rogers, General Manager 
af the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad, 
just received the following from D. H. 
Nichols, Assistant Superintendent: 

Advices are coming in constantly from dif- 
ferent parts of the country, showing that 
many were killed or injured in remote dis- 
tricts. It is believed many farmers’ families 
have been destroyed and not yet reported. 
Seven of the wounded on James River died 
this afternoon and five at Marshfield. At 
the latter place 

ALL IS CONFUSION, 
and the people are in such an excited state 
that it is almost impossible to get any intel- 
ligible report. Many families are homeless, 
and have taken refuge in our depo} and the 
empty cars standing at the stations. The 
front rooms of the Court-House are still 
standing, and have been converted into a 
morgue. The school building is used fora 
hospital. Up to 7 p. m. they have a death- 
list of seventy-eight, and the prospect of in- 
creasing it before morning. Many are yet 
missing, and a number of people have been 
buried, of whom no récord has heen kept. It 
is impossible to get a list of the dead, but the

THIS LIST INCLUDES THE MOST SERIOUS 
cases, and many of them will die. A great 
many colored people are killed or injured, 
but no list of them has heen prepared. Only 
fourteen buildings are left standing, and not 
a house in town but is more or less injured. 

A large number of citizens from Lebanon 
and Springfield are doing all they can to re- 
lieve the suffering. 

A car-load of provisions was sent from 
Springfield to-day, and contributions are com- 
ing from all the towns along the line of road. 
Clothing of all kinds is needed badly, as 
many families lost everything they had in 
the way of wearing apparel, and were left 
with only what they had on. 


WISCONSIN. 
TERRIBLE DISASTERS IN ROCK COUNTY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 


JANESVILLE, Wis., April 19.—The most de- 


structive wind-storm that ever visited Rock 
County struck: the Village of Shopiere, 
about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
passing through the ‘Townships of 
Turtle, Laprairie, Bradford, and Johnstown, 
causing damage to buildings, fences, catttle, 
and timber to the extent of probably $100,000, 
Your correspondent spent entire day fol- 
lowing up the track of the cyclone, and words 
fail him in which to express the terrible fury 
of the storm. Its course seems to have been 
very irregular, and persons who were eye- 
witnesses say that it appeared like an im- 
mense black waterspout, at times being high 
in air, then descending to the earth and 
sweeping all before it. 

The first damage was on the west side of 
the Village of Shopiere, where it strack the 
large orchard of John Hopken, uprooting 
100 fine apple trees, carrying some of them 
out of sight. It then swept through the 
village, doing the following damage: 

Dr. Bell’s barn was entirely removed from 
the foundation and damaged about $50. 

E. D. Mosley’s {blacksmith and woodshop 
and house were wrecked; damage, $1,000. 

Mrs. Randall’s barn and some outbuildings 
were destroyed; loss, $300, 

Henry Sweet’s barn 

WAS UNROOFED; 
also James Parker’s barn, and other damage 
to other buildings on their places. 

The brick store of Robert Downs was par- 
tially unroofed; damage, $600. 

John Shimeal’s new barn was blown down; 
loss, $200. 

The barns of Thomas Holmes and George 
Sears were damaged about 8300. 

The Methodist church and sheds were 
damaged about $600,a partof the church 
roof going away across the street and being 
wrecked. 

George Culver’s stone barn was unroofed, 
and one wall blown out. 

A new bridge across Turtle Creek, about

W. Stark, slightly damaging the house, but

his barn and outbuildings and fences, and 

uprooting over 100 fruit-trees. 

The Hon. William H. Stark was next 
visited. His orchard of some seventy-five 
trees was uprooted, many of the trees being 
carried a long distance. Seventy hives of 
bees in the orchard were hurled about like 
autumn leaves; alarge number of shade- 
trees were destroyed, and hardly a bit of 
fencing left on his place. His house, a large, 
square stone structure, was partially un- 
roofed, and every window blown out. 
Three large barns and several 
other - Outbuildings were totally de- 
stroyed and scattered far and wide. 
The loss to the Messrs. Stark is probably 
84.000. The Starks were both in the orchard 
through the whole storm, holding on to 
trees, and their 

ESCAPE FROM DEATH 
is miraculous, the air being filled wih all 
kinds of débris. 

The storm then swept down the road, tak- 
ing all fences and stone walls in its track, and 
struck the place of Thomas Holmes, about a 
mile beyond. A two-story house and two 
large barns were torn all to bits, hardly a 
piece ten feet long being left. The contents 
were also totally destroyed. The house was 
occupied by George Fearns, his wife, and five 
children. He, with two children, had just 
gotinto the cellar, and the balanceof the 
family was about to follow, when the storm 
struck the house. ,

but little injured, but the lady was quite 
seriously hurt. Fearns had $740 in his 
pocketbook, which was carried away. The 
book was found, but nothing init. This 
afternoon part of the money was found over 
halfa mile away.

Directly opposit Fearns’ place the large 
stone houseand stone barnsof R. W. Schenck 
were struck. The house was unroofed and 
its inside badly damaged. The barns had 
extra heavy stone walls, yet 

ALL WERE RAZED TO THE GROUND. 

Stones weighing tons were hurled about like 
chaff. Two horses were killed outright, and 
two wounded. Several wagons, 
reapers, and other farming implements were 
broken to pieces, and a wind-mill blown 
away. In fact, nothing was left but the 
walls of the house. Heavy timbers from the 
barns were carried half a mile away. 

The storm then jumped across. the valley, 
about a mile, and struck the porte ® : 
contents. Seven people were 
on the first floor, and were left standing in 
their places, uninjured. Barns, sheds, corn- 
eribs, and a feed-mill were totally wrecked. 
Charles Youmans was in the barn-yard, and 


was

like a flying leaf, and finally landed unin- 
jured on top of a woodpile. About sixty 
fine fruit-trees were uprooted. . Total loss 
about $3,000. 

J. H. Merville, a farmer, adjoining, had his 
barn unroofed and damaged about $500. 

It then passed east some two miles, un- 
roofed the barn of Mr. McCullough, de- 
stroyed a large quantity of fence and wall for 
Robert Lillburn, destroying his orchard and 
unroofing his large barh, killing two valua- 
ble cows. Loss, probably $1,000. 

STILL FURTHER ALONG IN ITS PATH 
toward the northeast the cyclone struck Mr. 
Anderson’s house, on the Lamb farm. This 
was demolished entirely, and the lives of the 
family not only greatly endangered, but 
Mrs. Anderson was badly injured, and it was 
reported this morning that she was dying, 
but this is thought by others to be rather of 
an exaggeration. 

When the storm reached Johnstown it had 
narrowed the cut of its swath somewliat, and 
seemed but a few rods wide, but its fury was 
terrible. It swept away everything in its 
path. As nearly as can be ascertained at the 
present writing, : 

IT REACHED JOHNSTOWN 
about half an hour after it struck Shopiere. 
There was some rain and a great deal of hail 
both before and afterthe whirl of the wind. 

The house of Lyman H. Richardson was 
completely demolished and scattered in all 
directions, and but little trace could be got of 
the contents of the house, The family sought 
safety in the cellar as they saw the storm ap- 
proach, and the house above them was swept 
away without any injury falling to them. It 
was a two-story frame house, and was built 
quite substantial. When the wind 

REACHED THE COUNTY-BUILDING 

it quickly snatched the roof off that one oc- 
cupied by the insane, laying completely bare 
one side of it and lifted the building a foot 
or more off its foundation. The main build- 
ing on the Poor-House farm also suffered 
much damage. The entire roof was carried 
off one wing. The trees all about the place 
were torn up by the roots; fences were scat- 
tered about like playthings in the hands of a 
giant. 

The ttack of the storm could be easily seen 
and the swath it cut was so clear that it is 
still marked 

AS THOUGH A FIRE HAD RUN ALONG, 
destroying everything. No one as far as 
heard from was injured at Johnstown, but 
the damage to property and to stock was 


great. | 
No such storm as this has swept across this 
county for years. The amount of damage 
cannot be estimated, but all along its path 
buildings have been shaken to pieces and 
scattered, foliage has been twisted into noth- 
ingness, cattle have been killed, and doubt- 
less a larger number of persons than those 
reported have been more or tess injured.

Lonpon, April 19.—The Times this morn- 
ing discusses the abrogation of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. It says: The entire civil- 
ized world is interested in the construction 
of the Isthmus Canal. The interest 
of England in the matter is real 
and considerable. The canal would give 
her a shorter and better passage to the west- 
ern coasts of America, and it would do this 
no less for the United States. It would af- 
ford at the same time a water Way to the far 
East, lessening by some thousands of 
miles the distance which American 
shipping has to traverse. But we 
can hardly find in this or in any 
other circumstance a justification for 
the exclusive right of control which 
America seems inclined to assert. The gen- 
eral scope on the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty is 
geherous and just, It dealt with the canal 
as a common benefit, and aimed at se- 
Curing equal rights for all na- 
tions which might choose to submit 
to its provisions: This is what Americans 
are not now willing to permit. They are 
clearly of the opinion that the canal will be 
made. and will be made soon; and their aim 
seems to be to get such control over it as may 
enable them in time of 2 to 
use it as exclusively as they may h. They 
would rather that the th should be de- 
meee than thatit should be done on terms 
which they disapprove. We can quite un- 
derstand dislike which they have to the 
intrusion of foreign influences into any part 
of their hemisphere. The establishment 
of any fresh European Power might be a 
cause of — difficulty to them; but 
the jealousy they feel in the matter of the 
canal is not thus to be explained and excused. 
The treaty they dislike, and are on the point 
of abrogating, forbids in express words 
the very thing they fairly seek to 2 
against. It forbids, too, any selfish un- 
equal use by one nation of the projected new 
way and it is this we fear which is the m 
real cause of the disfavor which has 
bestowed upon it daily.”

IN THE HOUSE. 
SUSPENSION OF THE RULES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuineron, D. C., April 19.—The day in 
the House was devoted to the usual Monday 
business. Under the new rules certain Mon- 
days of the month are set apart for suspen- 
sion of rules for the passage of bills and 
resolutions reported from committee. The 
idea is to take up and pass bills under this 
rule which otherwise might not be reached 
in the natural order of business. The first 
motion to suspend the rules was made by Mr. 
McLane, of the Pacific Railroad Committee, 
the object being to pass the bill to 
amend the Sinking-Fund act of 1878. 
This bill 
from that Committee some weeks ago, and 
its provisions were at that time fully ex- 
plained. The bill, in brief, proposes to amend 
the law so that the Sinking Fund of these 
roads may be invested in other bonds of the 
United States than the 5 per cents, including 
the first-mortgage bonds of railroads which 
bear 6 per cent. The fact that the 5 per cents 
are nearly exhausted is the main reason for 
the bill. 

An attempt was made by Mr. Wellborn, of 
Texas, to strike out the provision admitting 
first-mortgage bonds to be chosen by the 
Secretary in his discretion. Mr. Wellborn 
argued that to make the first-mortgage 
bonds 
in the power of the railroads to swindle the 
Government, as in some instances those 
bonds might become utterly worthless. 

Mr. Newberry, of Michigan, held that the 
first mortgage bonds were precisely those 
which the roads had the right by law to buy 
up with their first earnings. There was, 
however, decided objection on the part of 
Republicans to pass a bill of so much im- 
portance under suspension of the rules with- 
out any opportunity for debate or amend- 
ment, and the bill failed of a two-thirds ma- 
jority.

APPROPRIATIONS, 
THE WORK IN HAND. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurneaton, D. C., April 19.—The work 
of the Appropriations Committee is constantly 
falling behind.

FIRES. 


BEAVER FALLS, PA.

Prrrspure, Pa., April 19.—This morning 
shortly before 10 o’clock a fire broke out in 
the Western File Works, located at Beaver 
Falls, in this county, about twenty miles 
southwest from Pittsburg.

Tur fierce storm of yesterday morning did 
fearful damage to life and property in various 
places. Marshfield, a Missouri village about 
twenty-eight miles from Springfield, in that 
State, was almost entirely aemolished by the 
storm. About eighty persons were killed and 
about 200 wounded. The houses were leveled 
with the ground, trees torn up by the roots, and 
havoc was spread in every direetion. In 
the vicinity of Janesville, Wis., the storm played 
general havoc with dwellings, barns, and out- 
buildings. Cattle and horses were killed by the 
score, fruit trees rendered perfectly worthless, 
and pieces of growing timber reduced to kin- 
dling wood. Fortunately there has been no loss 
of life reported from Wisconsin, although sey- 
eral persons met with serious injury, while 
others had what might well be called provi- 
dential escapes. The storm also visited Rock- 
ford, Champaign, and Clintqp, in this State, 
and Milwaukee, Manitowoc, Whitewater, and 
Beloit, in the State of Wisconsin. The dam- 
age in this city was very slight, and only one 
casualty, and that not a serious one, is reported,

Two very bright men and ready debaters ran 
afoul of each other in the Senate yesterday when 
Senators Carpenter and Blaine got into a contro- 
versy over the Geneva Award bill. Mr. Carpenter 
had taken oceasion in the course of his argument 
to express contempt for Mr. Blaine's total lack 
of legal learning, and to intimate that in a mat- 
ter resting wholly upon questions of law only 
those versed in the law should interfere. This 
savage thrust was neatly parried by Mr. Biaine’s 
frank avowal that he did not pretend to

ject, and from that time until a year later, 
when Congress passed the bill remonetizing 
silver over the Executive veto, this paper 
never omitted any proper occasion or proper 
argument to urge and advocate the remoneti- 
zation of silver. All other questions were 
subordinated to that. We carried on the dis- 
cussion editorially and with the aid of com- 
munications from many of the ablest 
writers of the country. We treated the sub- 
ject as one of National policy,—not 
as a Republican, but as an Ameri- 
can policy in the success of which 
the whole country was deeply interested. 
The remonetization of silver was advocated 
by Democrats and Republicans generally in 
the States west of the Alleghenies, and op- 
posed by the Democrats and Republicans in 
New England and New York. At that time 
the following were the existing facts: 

(1) The Resumption act provided for the 
redemption of the legal-tender greenbacks in 
coin. (2) Under the law as it then stood the 
only coin possible to be used in redeeming 
the greenbacks was gold, (3) The amount 
of gold in the whole country did not exceed 
one hundred millions. (4) The construction 
placed upon the Resumption ect by all the 
Eastern Republicans and Democrats was, 
that upon redemption the greenbacks were 
te be withdrawn. The Secretary of the 
Treasury, though often appealed to, refused 
to negative this construction. (5) The green- 
backs being withdrawn ana silver being de- 
monetized, there would after Jan. 1, 1870, be 
no legal-tender moneyin the country save 
gold, in which dear and scarce metal all 
depts, public and private, including bank- 
notes, would have to be paid. 

Under these circumstances Tue CHIcaco 
TRIBUNE advocated not only the remonetiza- 
tion of the silver dollar, but also its free coin- 
age, as something essential to the resumption 
of specie-payments in January, 1879. We 
urged the impossibility of resumption in 
„gold alone.“ We denounced the contrac- 
tion of the currency by the redemption and 
withdrawal of the greenbacks, and of neces- 
sity ot the bank currency, and of the general 
wreck of business and property by the at- 
tempt to make gold the exclusive legal-tender 
and debt-paying money of the country. 
These views were presen in this paper 
day after day, the one | idea being 
that the remonetization of silver was an ab- 
solute’necessity for the resumption of specie- 
payments, and that without silver it would 
be impossible to resume specie-payments 
at the time named in the law. We 
were conscious of the powerful influence 
exercised by the morfty-lenders and money- 
shavers, of whom we never failed to ac- 
knowledge the Advertiser as one of the 
ablest organs, urged that, when Congress 
met, if it was fund impossible to remonetize 
silver and pro for the largest possible 
coinage of silverdollars, then the date fixed 
for resumption should be postponed, because 
it would be impossible to resume specie-pay- 
ments in gold alone, all other legal-tender 
money being abolished. 

That was the position—“ baneful” as the 
Adwertiser claims—of this paper when the 
House of Representatives, at the extra ses- 
sion, passed the bill providing for the recoin- 
age of silver dollars. The bill passed with 
such a majority and under such circum- 
stances that there was a promise of it meeting 
a like approval in the Senate. On the 23d 


or 2th of November, 1877, the House also 


passed a bill repealing so much of the Re- 
sumption law as required the redemption of 
greenbacks in January, 1879. On the 2th of 
November, Tue TRIBUNE, commenting on 
the passage of this bill, appealed to the Sen- 
ate to postpone it indefinitly or to feject it, 
because, as It was then evident that silver 
would be remonetized, specie-payments 
would follow as a matter of course, even be- 
fore January, 1879; that then there would be 
no contraction, that gold, silver, greenbacks, 
and National-bank notes would all have the 
same money value, and the prosperity of the 
country on a restored specie basis would be 
firmly established. 

While Tus Trreune was in November, 
1877, thus urging the defeat by the Senate of 
the House bill to repeal the date of resump- 
tion, the Secretary of the Treasury (who was 
opposed to silver) had in print, to be de- 
livered a week later, an appeal to both Houses 
of Congress asking various modifications of 
the Resumption law, and among others one 
granting the Secretary the power, in case the 
contemplated resumption should fail for

The Democrats are better protected than 
the Republicans against minority dictation. 
The two-thirds rule, which is occasionally 
denounced as unfair by those to whom it is 
an impediment, is a formidable obstacle 
in the way of a. combination from 
Republican States to nominate a Dem- 
ocratic candidate. In a Republican Con- 
vention, where a bare majority suf- 
fices, an agreement among the delegates rep- 
resenting the minority ot Republican voters 
may almost always prevail over the represent- 
atives of a majority who are apt to be divided 
in their preferences. A conspicuous instance 
of the injustice of the present system may 
be obtained by comparing the influence of 
Ohio in the Chicago Convention with that of 
Missouri and Kentucky, Ohio will have 
forty-four delegates in the Convention, but 
not one for the third-term candidate, The 
State is a close one at best, and itis the only 
State in the Union that will hold a prelimi- 
nary October election. The sentiment of Ohio 
is and will be in the Convention that it will 
be very diffieult to carry the State for Gen. 


Grant owing to the antagonism of the Ger- 


man voters to the third-term movement, but 
the representatives of Ohio. will unite in 
guaranteeing a Republican majority both in 
October and November for any other candi- 
date whom the Convention may designate. 
This peculiar condition of things ought to give 
the Ohio delegation a voice at least in the 
exclusion of any candidate who will threaten 
the loss of the State as against the influence 
of any other delegations that cannot promise 
a single Electoral vote for any Republican 
candidate. The fact is, however, that Mis- 
souri and Kentucky, which have already 
selected third-term. delegates, will over- 
balance with their fifty-four delegates the 
forty-four delegates of Ohio, though the latter 
represent twenty-two , Electoral votes for the 
Republican candidate, under certain condi- 
tions, while the former practically represent 
twenty-seven Electoral votes for the Demo- 
eratic candidate under any and all circum- 
stances. The operation of this system is, that 
the loss of twenty-two Electoral votes is 
risked in Ohio without the most remote hope 
of gaining a single Electoral vote from the 
two Southern States which neutral the 
influence of Ohio in the Republican Conven- 
tion. ' 

Perhaps the injustice of the present basis 
of representationin the party Convention has 
never been so apparent as it is now because 
there has never before been so deliberate and 
determined an effort to secure the nomina- 
tion of a Republican candidate through the 
agency of Democratic States. There is no 
way to help the matter in timo for the Chi- 
eago Convention except by appealing to the 
justice and generosity of the Republican 
constituencies which are hopelesly in the 
minority, and we fear such appeal will be 
futile. If the Republicans who live in cer- 
tain Southern States where their votes are 
counted merely as a matter of form were 
genuinely enlisted in the party cause, they 
would be anxious to cast their influence in 
favor of the candidate most likely to carry 
the Republican and doubtful States. Upon 
this principle, Missouri and Kentucky Re- 
publicans would say to the Ohio Kepublic- 
ans: We feel that the vote of your State is 
essential to Republican success this fall, and 
we know we cannot carry our States in any 
case; hence, if there is the slighest appre- 
hension that Gen. Grant cannot carry Ohio, 
we will gladly agree upon some other candi- 
date who will unité all Republicans in his 
support.” Instead of taking this position, 
the Republicans of Missouri and Kentucky 
and other Democratic States combine to force 
upon Ohio Republicans a candidate they do 
not want, and Republican success is put in 
jeopardy dy meu who can contribute nothing 
to it in any case.

veterinary surgeon tells,him he must have it 


well done or it will give him a tape-worm, 
with all that that wriggling horror implies,— 
a tenant of whom every one wants but little, 
and no one wants.that little very long. It is 
not alone tuberculosis and measles that sci- 
ence is hurling at heretofore happy igno- 
rance, but anthrax also,—anthrax being a 
species of blood-poisoning that pertains to 
beef cattle and makes the meat unfit for 
food. Not content with undermining con- 
fidence in beef, the anti-carnivorous savants 
also telt us that much of ourmutton is braxy, 
and that a braxy haricot or chop is just as 
bad as an anthrax steak, measley fillet, or 
tuberculous roast. It is of little consequence 
to the unsophisticated that braxy is an in- 
flammatory disease to which the gentle sheep 
is addicted, when there is no possible way for 
him to know thatthe gentle sheep had the 
braxy before he departed this life, One 
of these investigators, Dr. Noah Oressy, 
who is a veterinary authority in New En- 
gland, also attacks the popular confidence in 
veal by showing that numerous calves have 
blackleg, which unfits them for the table, 
and that4 per cent of all the Western hogs 
have the trichinag. 

Fortunately there is but little left for these 
vandals to work upon. The vegetable king- 
dom remains. It may be that with careful 
investigation they may yet discover that pota- 
toes, beets, parships, turnips, and all the 
concomitants of the boiled dinner, as well as 
the fruits that serve for dessert, are full of 
active poisons, have tubercles and anthrax, 
or contain trichine and tape-worms. Having 
demolished vegetables also, will they then 
tell us what we can eat that will not send us 
to premature graves and spread disease 
through whole communities? Would it not 
have been better to have allowed us to go 
on in our innocent ignorance? In this world 
of trouble, where there is so little in which 
we can have confidence, why was it 
necessany to spoil our breakfasts with sus- 
picions and our dinners with galling uncer- 
tainties? When the imagination has so 
much to do with disease should not these 
gastronomic iconoclasts be held liable for 
much of the unhealthiness that exists ? Did 
braxy mutton or anthrax beef ever trouble 
any one until some meddling surgeon dis- 
covered that they were unhealthy? It is 
probable that mankind has been eating 
tuberculous beef ever since the days of Noah 
without any special detriment, because it 
didn’t know it. The whole matter is summed 
up in the general fact that if we knew what 
we were eating we prébably wouldn’t eat 
anything. The man, therefore, who informs 
us is not a benefactor of his kind.

AN AMERICANIZED FRENCHMAN. 

If the name, genealogy, and career of M. 
le Compte de Lesseps did not stamp him as a 
Frenchman, his recent appearance and utter 
ances in Paris would be sufficient to warrant 
the conviction that he was a Yankee in dis- 
guise. During his visit to the United States 
this gentleman was received with all thecon- 
sideration due to his eminent position as a 
civil engineer and the successful entrepre- 
neur of the Suez Canal. Nevertheless his 
presence here, which was avowedly in the 
interest of the Panama tide-water canal, was 
the oceasion of the most decided protest 
against the particular project which he rep 
resented. It brought out from President 
Hayes a special message to Congress in which 
the Monroe doctrine was expanded in such 
manner as to include American resistance to 
the construction of any interoceanic canal 
with foreign capital or under foreign aus- 
pices. A Special Committee of Congress re- 
ported resolutions about the same time which 
embodied substantially the same view of the 
matter. There was not, so far as 
external evidence showed, any proffer 
of capital, sympathy,. or good will 
for the French canal project. All 
the circumstances of M. de Lesseps’ visit, 
except the merely formal courtesy extended 
to him, inspired the belief that he would go

Of course these sixteen ex-slaveholding and 
Democratic States are not expected to and will 
not give one Electoral vote for any Republican 
candidate. They will in November next give 
the Democratic candidate, no matter who he 
may be, 138 Electoral votes, leaving that candi-_ 
date to get at the North only forty-seven Elect- 
oral votes to be elected.

The great crime and offense which Tur 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE has committed, and which 
is regarded as having had such a “baneful” 
effect upon the country, was its advocacy 
and successful support of the remonetization 
of silver. The successful restoration and 
legalization of silver coinage defeated one of 
the most deep-laid and infamous conspiracies 
against popular rights and against the in- 
dustry of the country that were ever at- 
tempted. : 

Silver being demonetized in 1873 (it is un- 
necessary to say how or by whom), the 
Resumption act was passed in 1875, at which 
time the fact that silver was no longer a 
legal-ténder and that the coinage of silver 
dollars had been repealed was unknown to 
the country generally, and outside of 
a limited number of capitalists was unknown 
except to those privy to the act of 1873. It 
did not become known generally until the 
coinage of subsidiary silver and the retire- 
ment of the fractional currency called the 
attention of the country to the expediency of 
coining silver dollars. During the Presiden- 
tial election of 1876 the silver question was 


urging Congress to defeat the bill repealing 
the date fixed for resumption, the Secretary’s 
faith in resumption in gold alone was so weak 
that he was appealing to Congress to vest him 
with the power tosuspend specie-payments 
if the stock of gold he expected to have 
should fail or should be exhausted. 

Congress did not vote the Secretary the 
power to suspend specie-payments as asked 
by him. It followed Tue TRIBUNE’S argu- 
ments that to attempt to resume in gold 
alone would prove a disastrous failure, It 
vetoed the scheme to redeem and retire the 
greenbacks, and, to make specie-payments 
practicable and easy. it remonetized the sil- 
ver dollar and provided for its immediate 
and continuous coinage. Congress in all 
this adopted almost to the letter, and despite 
the wild and frantie protests of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and the veto of the 
Executive, and even the cultured solicita- 
tions of the Advertiser, the policy so long 
and persistently advocated by Tus Cm 
CAGO TRIBUNE. 

The gold corner was broken, the gold con- 
spiracy was destroyed, and there was no con- 
traction of currency; gold and silver, and 
greenbacks and bank-notes, became convert- 
ible forms of curreney, all having the same 
legal value. So far as this paper aided in 
bringing about this result, Tun TRIBUNE 
claims to have labored for the best interests 
of the country, although it regrets that the

HOW THE MINORITY MAY DICTATE. 

A number of newspapers have become 
simultaneously impressed with the injustice 
of making up National conventions upon the 
basis of Congressional representation, with- 
out reference to the varying party strength 
of the different districts represented. There 
is certainly something incongruous about the 
system. On the Republican side the present 
prospect is, that, if Gen. Grant shall receive 
the nomination of the Chicago Convention, it 
will be through the support of instructed 
delegations from States which he cannot 
hope to carry in the election,—such States as 
Missouri, Kentucky, and Arkansas. On the 
Democratic side there is a conviction that 
Tilden’s chanees for the Cincinnati nom- 
ination depend upon delegations from States 
that will vote the Republican ticket no 
matter who the Democratic candidate 
may be,—such States as Pennsylvania, Iowa, 
and Michigan. The result of the system in 
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show thatsome fraud has been perpetrated 
in their preparation, or that mercenary trades- 
men have been turning dishonest pennies 
through the medium of adulteration, and they 
are usually successful in their quest, as hu- 
man nature, even in this day of religious en- 
lightenment, is only tolerably strong against 
temptation.

They tell them that their coffee is 
only beans, their tea is colored with poison- 
ous greens, their sugar is sanded, their milk 
is chalked, their flour is full of white earth, 
their mustard is turmeric, their sirup is fla- 
vored with old boots, their vinegar is sul- 
phurie acid, their butter is oleomargarine, 
their wine is principally made of stuffs that 
never saw a vineyard, and their whisky is 
benzine and fusel oils. So they go through 
the whole category, condemning every- 
thing as adulterated,—not only adul- 
terated but unhealthy, not only unhealthy 
but absolutely poisonous; and they trlumph- 
antly point to the rapid increase of old dis- 
eases and the origin of new ones as proof 
positive that there is death in the pot, in the 
caster, in the s ugar-bow]l, in the flour-barrel, 
everywhere in the pantry. 

Hitherto these vandals have let meat alone, 
and the unscientific thousands, while sadly 
cohscious that the other dishes of the break- 
fast and dinner were poisons, never once 
suspected that their steaks, chops, and roasts 
were not honest, healthy, and life-giving. 
Now come the scientific veterinarians, and 
with the same triumphant gusto tell us that 
a large share of the meat we are consuming 
is diseased and unhealthy, and the despair of 
the situation is that no one but a veterinary 
surgeon can observe the disease. Beef per- 
haps, next to bread, is the mainstay 
of human life, and they tell us 
that tuberculosis is a very common 
disease among beef-cattle, and that consump- 
tive cows and oxen are nearly always to be 
found in the markets of the cities, and that 
the effect of the disease is very injurious 


upon human heaith when the meat or milk 


of diseased animals is taken as food. But of 
what avail is this to the consumer who has 
no means of knowing that the late de- 
ceased, Whose remains he is eating, took 
cold, that the cold settled on his lungs, and 
that he gradually went into a decline, and 
when he was knocked on the head was full 
of tubercles? The same authorities now tell 
us that tuberculosis is not the only disease 
that renders beef harmful. Beef cattle have 
the measles, and so do hogs.

It is not often that the opportunity offers 
itself to comment upon a brand-new home- 
made opera, the text bya Chicago lady, the 
musical numbers and the orchesfration by 
Chicago musicians, and the dramatis persons 
Chicago singers. Such an opportunity of- 
fered itself last evening, when was performed 
for the first time the opera, or, more properly 
speaking, the musical drama, “ The Rival 
Cantineers,” at Haverly’s Theatre,—the text 
an adaptation from the French, we believe, 
by Mrs. Alex.

The plot of the Rival Cantineers” has al- 
ready been printed in Tun Triepuneg. It is 
simple in. construct without any very 
serious situations, and the humor of the stor 
as developed by the characters Primrose ar 
Stickeldrum, while always very genial and 
never offensive in quality, lacks that zest and 
go which are needed to relieve the senti- 
mental passages, which at times get a little 
tedious. If one could judge anything from 
the behavior of the audience, it was a little 
wearied with the sentiment, in the hu- 
morous the laugh was not spontaneous 
and quick. Someof this may be due to the 
fact that with the exception of the two roles 
to which we have alluded the parts were in 
the hands of amateurs, and that amateurs on 
a first night are not apt to make 
much of thelr roles. Mrs. Kirkland 
has done her work very cleverly 
and with good taste, and it is yet perhaps 
too early to express a definit judgment, for 
the drag and hitches of a first performance 
are against it; but we should say that the 
knowledge of the stage and stage business 
which this week’s performances will give 
her will enable her to make much improve- 
ment on her next work, should she attempt 
another, and at least to revise the Canti- 
neers’ so that it will be stronger and more 
taking. 

Mr. Gill has done his part of the work 
well, and there is a good deal of it. There 
are twenty-seven numbers in all, and but 
two or three of them are uninteresting, while 
some of them, more particularly the ballads, 
are fully up to the best ballad-work written 
for the modern concert-stage. The first two 
acts contain the best music, though the finale 
to the third is constructed with unusual 
musical and dramatic skill. At the late hour 
of the present writing, it is impossible to 
give more than a glance at them. After a 
short overture, which gives out some of the 
prominent melodies of the work, the curtain 
rises upon, a male chorus, “ Brother Soldiers 
Bold,” which isa very stirring part song, 
followed by a capital song for Stickel- 
drum), which would be very effective and 
taking if Mr. Pearsons had sufficient voice to 
give it justice. It is to be regretted that such 
is not the case, for it has many strong points 
which would open the act with a snap. As 
it was, it fell flat, and Miss Bartlatt’s first 
number, N Happy Home,“ 
a sentimental ballad, suffered a like fate. 
The act dragged until the fourth number, 
„Thanks, Drummer, Thanks,” a duet for 
alto and baritone (Miss Bartlett and Mr. 
Hart), which is very dramatic and roused 
considerable enthusiasm. The fifth number 
for Patrice (song and chorus), “I’m a Merry 
Little Cantineer,” is a bright, fresh little song, 
which was sung very prettily, but without 
much dash. The sixth number, a chorus, 
“Come on, come on, to Rest,” opens in a 
catchy, tripping manner, which will make it 
very popular, and is followed by a double 
quartet for male voices, without accom pani- 
ment, that is delightfully written re- 
ceived a most enthusiastic encore. Patrice, 
on discovering Victor’s passion for Louise, 
sings a rather doleful minor ballad, “Oh 
once I was Happy.“ which is not particular! 
interesting and is in striking contrast wit

About 6 o’clock in the 
evening Mrs. Murphy, Mrs. Fahey, and a

Murphy with the other. Down the viaduct 
they came on a run, and brought up in front 
of the miserable tenement which was called 
„home.“ Here Mrs. Murphy seated herself 
on a step and proceeded to give the babe the 
nourishment which it so much needed, vary- 
this motherly occupation by carrying on 
a family quarrel of bill te with a neigh- 
bor known as, Mrs. Catherine McSloy, who 
lives in the lower rear part of the 
tenement. The neighborhood youngsters 
occupied their time in revil the drunken 
women. The testimony ut inquest yes- 
terday gave no evidence of any blows being 
exchanged between the women. Neverthe- 
less, a few minutes after Mrs. Murphy had 
sent her child up-stairs, the report came 
back that it was dead. She rushed upstairs 
and stopped the clock, in accordance with 
some popular Irish superstition, Then she 
wentto the lice station, where she com- 
plained that Mrs. McSloy had struck her and 
the baby, and that the death of the child was 
the result of the blow. Mrs. McSloy was ar- 
rested by Lieut. Ward. 

Yesterday about noon Drs. Bluthardt and 
Mignault arrived with the Coroner to makea 
post-mortem examination. Both the father 
and mother objected to the operation. You 
shan’t cut open my darling,” cried the 
mother, throwing herself on dead body. 
“You shan’t butcher my baby as well as 
murder her,“ put in the father. A pitched 
battle was imminent until the room was 
cleared by the Coroner and officers. 

At the inquesta Mrs. Lizzie Dain swore 
that no blow was struck, and that Mrs. Mur- 
phy had last Wednesday shown her a mark 
on the un which she yesterday swore 
was caused by Mrs. McSloy’s blow.

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Substance of the Counts in His 
Indictment. 


The Opening Speeches, and Testimony 
of the First Witness. 


The trial of Henry Greenebaum, late Presi- 
dent of the German National Bank, for sun- 
dry violations of the National Banking act, 
began yesterday afternoon before Judge 
Blodgett in the United States District Court. 

THE INDICTMENT AGAINST GREENEBAUM 
was found by the last United States Grand 
Jury,and was returned into court Nov. 5, 1879. 
Originally it contained twenty-one counts. 
Three of them, the seventeenth, eighteenth, 
and nineteenth, were nolle prossed last week, 
leaving eighteen for the Government to go 
on. The indictment, divested of its legal 
gingerbread, contains thefollowing charges : 

The first count alleges that Greenebaum 
embezzled and abstracted Nov. 15, 1877, a 
note for $20,000, made by Hart Bros., and 
payable to the order of Henry and David 8. 
Greenebaum. 

The second count contains the same charge, 
but follows it up by charging Greenebaum 
with having substituted his own note for 
$25,000, of Nov. 15, 1877, with security in the 
shape of 200 shares of German Savings Bank 
stock, of no value, and fifty shares of Chicago 
Cutlery Company stock, worth $591. 

The third count charges him with with- 


drawing, Nov. 17, 1877, $15,000 and substitu- 


ting his own note, with security in the shape 
of 100 shares of Chicago Cutlery Company 
stock, and ‘sixty-nine shares of Illinois 
Staats-Zeitung stock, together with $3,115. 

The fourth count charges him, Dec. 6, 1877, 
with abstracting $15,188 of the property of 
the bank. 8. 

The fifth Aunt charges him, same date, 
with making a false entry in Cash-Book G,“ 
that the bank had on hand $23,429, whereas it 
only had $8,240, 

The sixth count charges him, Dec. 1, 1877, 
with abstracting $15,000 in money, and sub- 
stituti two worthless drafts, each for 
$7,500, drawn by Henry Greenebaum & Co. 
on Greenebaum Bros. & Co., and payable to 
Hermann Schaffner, Cashier. 

The seventh count charges him, Dec. 1, 
1877, with misapplying and fraudulently ap- 
propriating $5, y caus to be drawn a 
draft of the German National Bank for that 
amount on the Metropolitan National Bank, 
of New York, where the money was on de- 

sit, and causing same to be paid to Greene- 

aum ros. & Co. 

The eighth count charges him, Dee. 3, 1877, 
with misapplying $6,000 on deposit with the 
Park Bank, New York, drawn by draft of 
the German National, paid to Greenebaum 

and fraudulently appropriated 
by them. 


The ninth count charges him, Nov. 30, 1877, 
with fraudulentiy assigning a draft of that 
date Sawn Thomas Hoyne upon W. B. 
Maclav for 820,000. 

The tenth count charges him with embez- 
zling $20,000 by receiving from Thomas 
Hoyne a draft on W. B. Maclay, payable to 
H. G. Prest,” and by assigning selling 
it and appropriating proceeds. 

The eleventh count charges him, Oct. 5, 
1877, with misapplying $844 by lending same 
to Michael Greenebaum, insolvent, taking 
his worthless note of $900 for sixty days as 
security. 

The twelfth count charges a precisely 
similar offense to the extent of $844, Oct. 20, 
1877; the thirteenth, a similar offense, Oct. 
23, 1877, to the extent of $982; the fourteenth, 
with misapplying $787, Nov. 10, 1877, in 
— same way a ot 1 with 
misapply age: ane 77, in the same 
way: and the sixteenth, with misapplying 
$1,962, Nov. 5, 1877, in same way. 

The twentieth count charges that Greene- 
baum,in his capacity as Secretary of the 
Liquid ation Committee, willfully abstracted 
and misapplied, Oct. 10, 1878, funds of the 
bank by surrendering to Isaac Greenebaum 
certain notes and written obligations of the 
latter for payment of $32,395, thus can 
Isaac’s indebtedness. 

The twenty-first and last count charges 
Greenebaum with doing the same t 
though not in his capacity as Secretary. 

The trial was to have begun in the morn- 
ing, but the session wasalmost entirely taken 
up with the hearing of a motion to enjoin the 
School Board from delivering certain leases, 
an account of which is given elsewhere. 
At the conclusion of the arguments on the 
motion, Judge Blodget ordered the additional 
jurors who were summoned last Wednesday 
to be called. The twenty new candidates an- 
swered to their names, and only one out of the 
lot was excused. It was then 12 o’clock, and 
Judge Blodgett announced that he had an 
appointment with the Superintendent of the 
new Government Building at 12:30, where- 
upon a recess was taken until 2 o’clock. 

On the reopening of the court at 2 o’clock, 
the case was called, twelve of Mr. Greene- 
baum’s peers got Into the box, and District- 
Attorney Leake proceeded wit 

THE TASK OF SELECTION. 

The candidates were subjected to all the 
usual interrogatories, and were further asked 
whether they had ever done any business 
with the German National Bank or had been 
interested in any wayin the National bank- 
ing business. All but one,—a life-insurance 
man,—ran the gauntlet successfully, and his

Mr. E. A. Small, 
one of the counsel for the defense, then took 
hold, and soon discovered an unsuitable 
juror in the — 4 of Henry M. Clark, 
Justice ot the Peace from Kane County, who 
admitted that he had formed an opinfon of 
the case from what a depositor in the bank 
had told him 8 and which opinion, he 
added, it would require evidence to remove.

TILDEN’S TRICKS, 
AS RELATED BY ONE WHO KNOWS HIM. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Syracuse, N. V., April 19.—As this is the 
night before the Sage of Cipher Alley will 
experience his Alpha or Ms Omeaga of fur- 
ther political fame, it is the proper time to 
look into the pastof the Pasha of Gramercy 
Park. The correspondent of Tue TrrmunE 


‘found the Hon. Charles H. Swan, of New 


York City, in his apartments at the Vander- 
bilt House, and obtained from him a brief 
but interesting sketch of the political bar- 
nacle. Mr. Swan is one of the most accom- 
plished politicians in the State, and a gentle- 
man withal. It was he who brought Tilden 
out for the Presidency in the last campaign ; 
and, but for Mr. Swan’s influente and tact, it 
is probable that Cipher Sam would never have 
secured the nomination. With his head- 
quarters at the Metropolitan Hotel, in New 
York City, Mr. Swan managed Tilden’s can- 
vas. It would not be too much to say that 
no other man could have accomplished what 
Mr. Swan did. He came within an ace of 
slipping the now great barrel-performer 
into the Presidential Chair. Mr. Swan 
has renounced the senile wire-puller, 
and is working for harmony in 
the ranks. Mr. Swan is a short, 
well-built man, with a round face and a 
pleasing countenance. He possesses a great 
deal of personal magnetism, which has had 
much to do with his success in the political 
world. His manners are refined, and he is 
courteous to all. It is not at all surprising 
that Tilden chose him as his manager and 
director. 

Referring to the loss of the State last fall, 
Mr. Swan said: “We hardly expected to 
elect Gov. Robinson; but we could have 
elected all the other candidates on our ticket 
if it had not been for the unwise, not to say 
treacherous, action of the Tilden State Com- 
mittee.

THE METHODS OF TILDENISM. 

“For morethan forty years Mr. Tilden has 
procured himself to be made conspicuous in 
political intrigues, possessing as he does 

reat skill and cunning in managing conven- 

ons. This talent had been devoted to and 
exercised mostly within the State of New 
York, until within a few years past. This 
naturally gave bim much prominence with 
pollens and ne in other States, par- 

icularly’ with railroad and other corpora- 
tions whose 4 al offices were located in 
the City of New York. He is a lawyer, of 
course; and, while others put their sickles 
into State, eanal, and municipal fields, to 
reap their harvests from, he put his mower 
and reaper into the rich harvest-fields of cor- 
porations. In this he has lived long and pros- 
pered, and is said in his thrift to have accu- 
mulated “ barrels” of money enough to satisfy 
his ambition for riches. In the meantime he 
2 his — minor political matters, and, 
lis political machinery being in good work- 
ing order, in 1874 he went for the Guberna- 
torial chair of the Empire State, and got it. 
Nobody called him, nobody wanted him, ex- 
cept his personal followers. The State Con- 
vention met, and, as Democratic party 
had been obliged to fight against odds in the 
State, no other candidate made any effort to 
secure the nomination.

FORT SUMTER. 


Gen. Crawford, One of the Three Sur- 
vivors, Tells the Story of Anderson’s 
Loyalty. 

New York World, April 1. 

Nineteen years ago yesterday, during the 
noonday hour of Sunday, Fort Sumter was 
evacuated by Maj. Anderson, and the fort 
was surrendered to the Confederate authori- 
ties. On the night of Dec. 26, 1860, Maj. An- 
dérson had quietly evacuated Fort Moultrie, 
and his troops furtively embarked for Fort 
Sumter, taking with them stores and neces- 
saries and spiking their guns and destroying 
the gun-carriages. Maj. Anderson’s course 
in changing his base was sustained by the 
House of Representatives on Jan. 7, 1861. 
Before that time, however, intelligence had 
been received in Washington that Fort Sum- 
ter was practically besieged, that Fort 
Moultrie had been completely restored by 
Confederate industry, and that Maj. 
Anderson’s communications had been 
cut off. On Jan. 31 the State of South Caro- 
lina offered to buy Fort Sumter of the Fed- 
éral Government, and declared that, in the 
event of refusal, she would take it by force 
of arms; but the United States Government 
determined to assert its own rights as pri- 
mary. Nofurther warlike action was taken 
until March 5, when President Davis, who 
had been inaugurated on Feb. 18, ordered 
Gen. Beaure —who had been a Major in 
the United States Engineer Corps—to take 
command of the forces at Charleston and 

roceed to the investment of Fort Sumter. 

n April 7 Gen. Beauregard notified Maj. 
Anderson that no further intercourse be- 
tween the fort and the city would be per- 
mitted, and on the follow day the United 
States authorities were notified that if they 
attempted to send supplies to the fort by an 
unarmed vessel, the vessel would be fired 
upon. 

It was announced as a curious coincidence 
by the Charleston Mercury of May 6, 1861, 
that the first gun in the conflict was fired at 
Fort Sumter on Henry Clay’s birthday, and 
that the fort surrendered on Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s birthday. 

Gen. S. W. Crawford is one of three sur- 
viving officers who were in Fort Sumter with 
Anderson, and a reporter of the World was 
sent yesterday to ask his opinion in connec- 
tion with the anniversary about the state- 
ments made some time agoin the “Diary of 
a Public Man” in the North American Re- 
view, out of whieh a sharp discussion, it 
will be reme red, arose over Gen. Ander- 
son and his m@tives. Gen. Crawford received 
the reporter courteously and, on being asked 
„Did you read the allusions to Maj. Ander- 
son in the ‘Diary of a Public Man? he

He 
writes that Gen. Anderson’s 2 were 
with the South, but his sense of honor and 
duty was so great that he could not do other- 
wise than he did. Leaving aside this, what- 
ever he thought, all we need is to look at 
what he did, and certainly nothing could be 
more loyal. Probably no man was ever sub- 

ected to such trying conditions during the 
ar than he was, and he did the best he 
could and what he thought was his duty.” 

Lou see that the diarist says that ‘—— is 
convinced that Maj. Anderson would never 
have abandoned Fort Moultrie had he 
not thought it wise to remove him- 
self from a position in which he 
was liable to be commanded

This sentence appears to mean that Gen. 
Anderson was so influenced by his interest in 
Kentucky that, fearing Fort Moultrie would 
fall into South Carolina’s hands,—for they 
could easily have taken it,—he moved to 
Sumter, so that if Kentucky seceded he could 
turn over the fort to her, and if she re ed 
he could give it to the Government. Iknow 
the supposition regarding Kentucky is not 
true. Gen. Anderson did it from military 
considérations wholly. He had his opportu- 
— 5 for supporting Kentucky when it was 
told him that fire would not be opened upon 
him if he would permit it to be opened upon 
any vessel sailing up with the United States 

„ and he replied at once that the minute 
the flag was fired upon he would begin with 
his batteries. Here was one opportunity out 
of many that he had of maintaining an Inde- 
pendent position, and he promptly took the 
opposit course. I have spent a long time 
collecting materials of the history of the 
Sumter affair, and you could see many proofs 
of what I say in it. 

“To conclude with a remark about Gen.

BLAINE FOR SILVER. 


Why Colorado and Nevada Support the 
Plumed Knight for President.

Gen. Grant is universally understood to be 
in favor of the single gold standard, and Sec- 
retary Sherman, by his treatment of the sil- 
ver coinage, has consolidated all the double- 
standard men against him most stubbornly. 
Senator Blaine, on the other hand, has been 
the consistent and persistent defender of the 


double standard. 

Coming from the section of the country 
generally devoted to the single standard, Mr. 
Blaine’s position on the remonetization of sil- 
ver was especially important, and the speech 
which he delivered in the Senate on the 7th 
of February, 1878, had a widespread and 
remarkable influence. It did a vast deal 


for the silver men, and now it is ap- 
parent that silver men in Colo 
rado and Nevada are rallying to Mr. Blaine’s 
support,—moved thereto — a wise sense of 
self-interest and by enthusiastic friendship 
for the man who s for the interests of 
Colorado and Nevada, even inst the opin- 
ions and prejudices of New England. 

We wish we had the spaceto reproduce the 
whole of Mr. Blaine's speech on the silver 
question. We must, however, content our- 
selves with a few extracts. The following is 
Mr. Blaine’s opening paragraph: 0 

I believe gold and silver coin to be the money 
of the Constitution,—indeed, the money of the 
American people anterior to the Constitution, 
which the great organic law recognized as quite 
independent of its own existence. No power 
was conferred on Congress to declare that either 
metal should not be money. Congress has, there- 
fore, in my judgment, no power to de- 
monetize silver any more than to demon- 
etize gold: no power to demonetize either any 
more than to demonetize both. In this state- 
ment I am but repeating the weighty dictum of 
the first of constitutional lawyers. ‘Iam cer- 
tainly of opinion,’ said Mr. Webster, that gold 
and silver, at rates fixed by Congress, consti- 
tute the legal standard of value in this country, 
and that neither Congress nor any State has 
authority to establish any other standard or to 
displace this standard.“ Few rsons can be 
found, I apprehend, who will maintain that Con- 
gress possesses the power to demonetize both 

old and silver, or that Congress could be 
ſustined in l ee the coi ot both; and 


yet in logic and le construction it would be 
difficult to show where and why the power of 
Congress over silver is ater than over gold— 
greater over either than over the two. If, 
therefore, silver has been demonetized, I am in 
favor of remonetizi it. If its coinage has 
been probibited, [am in favor of ordering it to 
be resumed. If it has been restricted, I am in 
favor of having it enlarged.

The leading produce markets were active 
yesterday and weak,—some of them very weak. 
They tell off in price, as if a good many people 
thought them to be a long way above bottom. 
The British telegrams were depressing in tone, 
and Sunday's hot weather here had increased 
the crop of grain bears, while their number was 
not much diminished by the succeeding storm. 
The first downward movement exhausted 
another lot of margins, and the selling-out proc- 
ess exhausted others on the resulting de- 
cline, while a great deal of money was called for, 
and put up, as additional security that the longs 
will take the property and pay for it when ten- 
dered. There were rumors to the effect that 
some importing houses on the other side of 
the Atlantic had failed, but the rumors 
were not verified, and parties in the 
trade here thought it improbable that anything 
of the kind should occur except with California 
houses, as the Atlantic wheat movement is 
mostly controiled by American capital. A great 
deal of long wheat was sold yesterday, and it 
was supposed by some that the leading longs 
were letting go of the deal. Other grain was 
depressed in sympathy with wheat,and pork 
products were very heavy, with a material 
shrinkage early in the premiums for carrying 
from one month to another. There was, howev- 
er, a better export movement in provisions at 
the decline, many trahsactidbns in spot stuff be- 
ing kept private.“ The storm had blown 
down a great many telegraph posts, 
which ninterially interfered with the send- 
ing and receiving of messages by wire. 
The feeling was again weak in the afternoon, 
both in grain and provisions, chiefly owing to the 
sale of stuff on which principals preferred not to 
post additional margins, which encouraged a 
little more short selling than had been ventured 
on earlier in the day.

There was nothing new to note in connection 
with the dry-goods market. A fair business was 
in progress and the tenor of prices remained 
stedfy and firm. Groceries were in good sen- 
sonable demand and were steadily heid at 
previous quotations. The demand for hats, 
caps, millinery, and straw goods was liberal, and 
former prices were adhered to. No changes were 
reported in the dried fruit and canned goods 
markets. Fish were quiet. Holland herring were 
5e per keg lower. Smoked halibut advanced 560. 
There was a quiet market for oils and lard. and 
turpentine was weak. Butter remained dull. 
Cheese met with a fair inqury at sustained 
prices. Pig-iron was nominally unchanged. 

Lumber was in moderate demand. Prices are 
irregular and low grades weak. though it will 
take some time to replace the dry stuff now run- 
ning out. The cargo receipts were small. Buiid- 
ing materials were selling in moderate quanti- 
ties at former prices, though common bricks 
were quoted weaker, the approach of the new sea- 
son making holders more anxious to sell.

Another Terrific Gale from the West 


Sweeps Over Lake Michigan. 


Fears that Numerous Disasters Have 
Occurred on the East Shore. 


The Schooner Maria Martin Released After 
Jettisoning Oargo. 


Particulars of the Disaster to the Wa Keith and 
Failure to Rescue. 


YESTERDAY'S GALE. 

Mariners unfortunate enough to be caught 
outside had to take it again_yesterday. The 
thunder-storm and squalis of Sunday night cul- 
minated in a grand blow-out at 3 o'clock yester- 


day morning, when old Boreas endeavored to 


level the city, The effort failed, of course, yet 
timid people were badly frightened. Thereafter 
the rain ceased, although the sky remained hid- 
den by leaden clouds, and the wind settled down 
to a steady gait, approximating forty miles per 
hour, blowing from about due west. The tem- 
perature, which during Sunday morning at- 
tained the altitude of the eighties, sank down 
into the thirties, while occasional flurries 
of snow were whisked through space. Matters 
remained thus up to noon yesterday. In the 
afternoon, after the sun had : t well. t me- 
ridian, the wind began to decline with it, and by 
evening had lulled to a fresh breeze. rough- 
out the entire day vegsel-owners and insurance 
agents manifested a desire to obtain intelli- 
Nes from the east shore and lower end of the 
ake, which plainly indicated that their minds 
were ill at ease. Among the frequenters of the 
tug offices and Lumber Market fears were freely 
ex ressed that numbers of vessels would be 
piled up“ in the sands of the Michigan coast 
by the storm. The extent to which these 
apprehensions may | will de- 
pend  entirel upon the number of 
vessels exposed. A great pany left port Satur- 
day evening, but it is probable that they man- 
aged to reach their destinations before the storm 
swept over the lake in its violence. 

Only three or four arrivals of sail-vessels 
were noted yesterday, and these must have been 
close to the harbor during the previous night. 
The steamer Alpena reached her dock from Mus- 
kegon about one hour behind her usual time, 
The propellers Messengers and Skylark did not 
venture out from St. Joseph. The steam- 
barge Lewis Gilbert arriyed during the 
afternoon with a cargo of wood.

THE IDA KEITH. 

Capt. William G. Keith, owner ofithe ner 
Ida Keith, reached Chicago Sunday evening, and 
made a formal protest yesterday. From this 
document it appears that the Ida Keith 
encountered the northeast gale of the 
10th between North Manitou Island 
and the main land. The gale struck 
her suddenty, and with such violence as 
‘to put the ice rail under water fully three feet, 
where the shifting cargo held her until the helm 
brought her about. North Manitou harbor was 
sighted at 7 o'clock in the morning. Half an 
hour later the large anchor was dropped, 
the small one following as soon as it could be 
got ready... The Keith dragged both of them, 
and struck the beach at 9 o'clock. She rested 
easy until II o'clock Saturday night, 
son made so as to cause her to pound, At 1 
o'clock Sunday morning two of the hatch cov- 
erings burst off, and then the hoid filled with 
water through the hetches. Capt. Keith and 
his men were taken of by the crew 
of the _life-sav station at 2 o'clock 
he tug Welcome reached 
the stranded vessel on the 14th. One pump was 
set up and iowered the water when tried. The 
tug then proceeded to Manistee for a rotary 
with which to pump out thé grain. Failing to 
secure one she returned to the vessel and set up 
a second pump. Thesc lowered the wager so that 
men were sent into the hold to shovel the grain 
upon deck and overboard. After the vessel had 
been pumped out the Welcome gave her a pull, 
but she refused to move out of her bed tn the 
sand. On the night of the 15th a gale sprung up 
and the expedition had to seck shelter. During 
this gale, which lasted throughout ‘the 
6th, the Keith's decks were broken 
— and the pumps shifted from forward 
aft. One ot them was n into the hold 
through the after hatch. On the morning of the 
l7th the Welcome secured her pumps and re- 
turned to Milwaukee. 

Capt. Keith says the vessel's decks are broken, 
her mast-heads are sprung, and she is hogged 
considerably, but more on one side than the 
other. The crew are stripping the craft of her 
running gear and other outfit. He thinks that 
with fair weather and proper appliances the 
Keith may be rescued, though in badly damaged 
condition. Arrangementa were yesterday made 
by telegraph to have the tug Winslow proceed 
to her assistance at once from Detroit.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


A Glance at the Present and Future of 
the Great Egyptian Work. 
Port Said Correspondence London Times. , 

It is just seven years since I passed 
through the Suez Canal. Many changes 
were promised seven years ago, but nothing 
has really been done. The vegetation along 
the banks is just as scanty, the trees that 
were promised have never been planted, the 
same wild waste of desert with its marvelous 
mirage of take and woodland still meets the 
eye, the deep-water passage of the ship-canal 
remains only twenty-four yards broad, and 
the fifteen gares or widened spaces where 
ships can pass each other have not been in- 
creased in number. The broad but useless 
Bitter Lakes, the wide reaches of Timseh, 
Bala and Menzaleh,are still only used as water- 
ways for the passing ships. Indeed, the only 
improvement 1 observed after my seven 
years’ absence was that the banks of the 
canal had been faced with stone for about a 
quarter of its wholé length. Not a single 
town, not even the smallest hamlet, has 
sprung up on its banks. Ismailia, which was 
to be the Capital of the isthmus, is hardly 
more than a deserted village, the scanty in- 
habitants of which wander disconsolately 
through its silent streets. The great fresli- 
water canal which debouches there from 
Cairo brings no traffic of importance, and the 
restoration of the ancient land of Goshen, 
through which it passes with its fertilizing 
stream, remains a thing of the future. No 
wonder the passengers pronounce the cana! a 
dull affair as they steam slowly through the 
vast solitude at the regulation five knots an 


our. 

Port Said has not advanced any more than 
the rest of the isthmus. The railway which 
was promised from the Delta has never deen 
undertaken, the canal which was to join it 
with Damietta is forgotten, the vast salt 
marsh which cuts off the town from all culti- 
vation still stagnates over 450,000 acres, the 
favorit haunt of pelicans and flainingoes, and 
Port Said seems doomed to the meagre 
glories of a big coaling station on the high- 
way of nations, but outside all civilization. 
Seven. thousand Arabs thrive on the transfer 
of coal from wharf to ship, which they do in 
large gangs at arate that makes Port Said 
the fastest coalmg plage in the world. Con- 
stant dredging of the channel by a bags sea-

However, the 
management on the whole is good, and the 
block system to avoid collision is maintained 
from station to station with all the method 
of a well-managed railwa company. But 
the canal authorities should never forget 
their strictly international character, and fa- 
vors as toa s passage should not be 
given even to a French mail line that are not

ause “Egypt will then hold the key of 
the world and the equilibrium of the Powers 
will be in her hands.“ It would have been 
more true if he had told the Pasha that 
Egypt would not only lose her proper trade, 
but also become a bone of contention among 
the nations. The Caliph Omar was a wiser 
man when he refused to join the twoseas be- 
canse the work would. only benefit the bar- 
barian. It would have been better for Egypt 
if Said Pasha had clung to the original idea, 
the idea that contented the Pharaohs, the 
Ptolemys, Amrou, Napoleon, and Mehemet 
Ali, and had been satisfied with the union of 
the Nile to the Red Sea. This, I may ddd, 
was the plan supported by the Times in the 
famous preliminary discussions on the ground 
that as the silt of the Nile had already pro- 
duced the Delta, choked Pelusium, and the 
eastern mouth of the Nile, so it would choke 
the entrance of the proposed canal. Great 
expense will be necessary to prevent too 
literal a fulfillment of this prophecy, — 
such as a commercial company can hardly be 
expected to undertake. But the time is, per- 
haps, not far off when the management of 
the Suez Canal must change its character, 
and its neutralization under international 
— will probably be its next phase of ex- 
stence.
